They will remain
hore from two to four weuvkd, but are just
nuw to be found in thelr greatest numbers
on the most favored feeding grounds, and
aftor the hay is wade capital sport can be
confidently counted upon, A strange litle
fellow Is this mottled besuty of the bigh-
lands and there are some things about him
which ornithologists are still considerably
perplexed  over, Like most migratory
birds he does most of his traveling by night,
laying over through the day for rest and
recuperation, You can hear the musical
“ter-wheotld™ of the bird any might pow
passing to and fre over the clty, and sfter
a sbhowor the dark arch seems fairly alive
with them. On Wednesday night last we
enjoyed quite & refreshlug little rainfall
in the evenlug and aloug toward 11 o'clock
the plovers were sounding their plalotive
trumpets from 8 hundred different polnts
and they seemed to be passing over In
wyriads.  They are not always migrating
when beard thus, however, for during these
buruing days of July they feed in the early
bours of the marning and eveping, e close
in thr shadows of the corn or ragwesd
throughout the day sod sally forth at pight
for asrial sport and exercise.

Spnln is Now Fitting Out New Milliary,

NEW YORK, July 18.—Senor Don Arture
Haldasano y Topolo, the cousul general for
Spaln in this city, in an Interview with &
ropresentative of the Assoeclated press was
asked for information regurding the reported
death of Jose Maceo, He sald that he had
no ofMelal Information regnrding the matter,
but that it was probable, as the rebel ranks
are sald to be ront by digsension,  In sups
port of his views he sabd that information
had been recelved from several white Cu-
bans who had recently Joined tho robels
that they were obliged 1o gerve an privates
under black leadership; that (f had caused
much feellbg amouyg the whiles and that
the blacks would not give them cotimands,
us the  blacks nod thele descendants  had
borne the brunt of the war:

When askad ns to the outlook for Spain
in Cubn, he sabd that it was exeellent; that
the rebellion bad, he beljeviad, redached Its
maximum strength; that the rebels were in
two miln commands; that the one in Pinar
del Rio under Antonle Muaceo was hemmed
in by the new trocha atd cannot escape,
The rebels in the eastern part of eentral
Cuba and fn the castern part of Coba under
Gomez aid others, e docliored, had been ad-
vanelg 1o the reller of Antonlo Maceo, but
wore reported to be falling back on castern
Cubp, where marked  discontent was  dia-
coverod in the rebol camps, and that the

016 will be sappers and miners, 400 from the
reglment of milltary telegraphers and 424
from the regiment of rallway englneers,
They will be commanded by a Heutenant
colonel, two malors, seventoen captalns apd
wixty subalterns.
